About one in nine Queensland households, or an estimated 136,900 (11.4 per cent} were victims of at least one 
break and enter incident, an attempted break and enter, or motor vehicle theft offence in the 12 months to April 
1995, according to crime and safety survey data just released by the Australian Bureau of Statistics. 


Crime and Safety, Queensiand, April 1995 contains information on selected types of household and personal 
crnnes. 


An estimated 75,500 households were victims of at least one break and enter in the year ended April 1995 and 
65,600 households experienced at least one attempted break and enter. 


There were an estimated 46,100 persons who were victims of robbery in the 12 months to April with an 
estimated 77,600 persons who were victims of assault, 


The survey, conducted by distributing questionnaires to persons aged 15 and over in randomly selected private 
households throughout the State, relied on responses fo questions about events over a 12 month period. Results 


may differ from those compiled by Police authorities.
